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Section 1. Section 422.7, subsection 21, Code Supplement
2005, is amended by adding the following new unnumbered
paragraph:

holding period provisions of section 1223 of the Internal
Rﬁvenue Code and the federal regulations adopted pursuant
thereto.

Sec. 2. RETROACTIVE APPLICABILITY DATE PROVISIONS. This
10 Act, being deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon
11 enactment and retroactively applies to all of the following:
12 1. Sales made on or after January 1, 2006.
13 2. Determinin% the holding period for sales made on or
14 after January 1, 2006.
15 3. Tax years ending on or after January 1, 2006.
16 EXPLANATION
This bill requires that the computation of the holding

28 involuntary conversion.

29 The bill takes effect upon enactment and applies

30 retroactively to January 1, 2006, and applies to sales made on
31 or after January 1, 2006, during tax years ending on or after

32 that date.
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
